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WEATHER FOR THE WEEK ENDING SEPTEMBER 13, 1954 


The second hurricane to visit the east coast within ll days was the main 
weather feature of the week. On the 10th and llth hurricane "Edna", first 
felt in North Carolina, moved north-northeastward along the coast, 

its center passing over the Martha's Vineyard and Cape Cod areas of 
eastern Massachusetts in the early afternoon of the llth and reaching 
extreme northeastern Maine about 7:30 p.m..New England again bore 
the brunt of tne storm, but total damage was far less than that caused 
by her predecessor "Carol". Full gales, with hurricane gusts swept . 
southeastern and eastern coastal New England. Water damage was more 
than for hurricane "Carol" but wind and wave damage was far less, 
Fatalities numbered at least 12. Four to 7 inches of rain fell in central 
and eastern parts of New England, causing considerable local flooding 
and washouts, particularly in Maine and New Hampshire. Maine was 
hardest hit, and damage after an early survey was preliminarily esti- 
mated at $7, 000, 000. Rainfall totals decreased to the southward with 
top amounts of abdut 3 inches in Coastal North Carolina and 4 to 5 inches 
in eastern Maryland and Delaware, New J eee and southeastern 

New York. 


During the week heavy rains totaling from one-half to over an inch fell 
from the Dakotas through the Great Lakes, in northern Florida, ina 
large area including parts of Utan, Colorado, New Mexico and Arizona, 
central and eastern Kansas and small adjacent areas of Oklahoma and 
Nebraska, and the coastal area of Washington. Elsewhere, outside the 
hurricane path, rainfall was very light, and scattered localities south 
of the Great Lakes, most of South Carolina and southern Texas, most 
of California and the Intermountain region of the far West received no 
rain at all. The prolonged drought in South Carolina remained unbroken, 
and in most other middle and southern areas east of the Rocky Mountains 
crops further declined, dry soil hampered soil preparation and fall 
seeding. 


Hot weather continued in the South although maxima seldom reached the 
100° mark as in previous weeks. High temperatures 90° to over 1009 
also occurred in the Southwest desert areas, Elsewhere in the Nation 
high temperatures were generally in the 70's or 80's except along 

the Northern Border where they occasionally were in the 50's and 60's, 
A cool air mass brought rather cool weather to central areas on the llth,

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CEREAL AND FORAGE INSECTS 
GRASSHOPPERS - UTAH - Decreasing in all areas examined. Egg- 


laying continuing. (Knowlton). KANSAS - Melanoplus spp. continue 
widespread destruction of crops in most areas of central and eastern 


counties where counts of 10-30 per square yard still found. M. mexicanus 


and M. femur -rubrum range from second instar to adults with egg- 
laying underway. Oviposition by M. differentialis continues over most 
of State. Feeding observed on sorghum heads, alfalfa, soybeans, corn, 
pastures and in many fields of fall-seeded crops. (Matthew). MISSOURI - 
Melanoplus spp. damage to newly-seeded small grains and heads of 
grain sorghums increasing over State, becoming severe along field. 
margins. M. differentialis slowly diminishing but heavy egg deposition 
continues, M. bivittatus practically disappeared. M. femur-rubrum 
and M. mexicanus second generation largely fourth instar to adult in 
northern half of State. These two species make up 75-80 percent 

total population. (Kyd, Thomas). OHIO - Average of 3-5 M. different- 
ialis and M. femur-rubrum per yard in pasture, tomato and tobacco 
fields in 8 southwestern counties. Averaging 10-12 per yard in southern 
Warren County, injury to hay crops obvious. (Goleman). NORTH 
CAROLINA - Damaging pasture crops, lespedeza and grass in Carteret 
County. (Jones). 


EUROPEAN CORN BORER (Pyrausta nubilalis) - WYOMING - Very 

light local infestations in Crook and Platte Counties. (Poyner). KANSAS - 
Percentage stalk infestation by county (3 fields examined in each county): 
Shawnee 12-24 percent, Douglas 40-72, Leavenworth 20-48, Wyandotte 
12-20, and Johnson 4-12. Larvae largely fourth and fifth instars. 
(Matthew). 


FALL ARMYWORM (Laphygma frugiperda) - FLORIDA - Very heavy -- 
85 per square foot on millet; 35 per square foot on soybeans and 125 
per square foot on Argentina bahia grass at Madison. Severe injury to 
pastures and other crops. (Hamrick). Damage to pasture grasses in 
Gadsden County. (May). MISSOURI - One field of small corn in Pettis 
County severely damaged by 2-7 larvae per stalk. (Kyd, Thomas). 
KANSAS - Infestations continue in most corn fields. From 20 percent 
or more infestation in many fields of central and eastern areas. Some 
lodging and ear dropping. (Matthew), GEORGIA - Heavy infestation in 
millet and hegari in Ben Hill County. Defoliating several large fields 
of peanuts and kudzu in Wilcox County. (Geiger). Infesting soybeans, 
millet and pastures in Fort Valley area, (J.C. Alden). Heavy in peanuts 
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and Bermuda grass in southeast section. (McGill), Moderate in lawns 
in Athens. (Jordan). ARIZONA - Damaging one field of sorghum in 
Maricopa County. (Ariz. Coop. Rept. ). 


CORN EARWORM (Heliothis armigera) - GEORGIA - Heavy infestations 
in several fields of cowpeas for canning and freezing in Fort Valley area. ~ 
(J. C. Alden). OHIO - Eggs abundant in silks of late-planted sweet corn 
in southern area. (Neiswander), MISSOURI - Injury to soybeans declin- 
ing. Two to 4 larvae per head of grain sorghum in central third of 

State to 0, 5 to 1 larva per head in northern third. Two to 10 per 10 
sweeps in alfalfa throughout northern half of State. Green beans and 
tomatoes heavily damaged in central area. (Kyd, Thomas). KANSAS - 
Remains abundant in sorghum and milo heads and to lesser degree in 
corn over most of State, More larvae found on sorghum heads heavily 
infested with corn leaf aphids than in those free of aphids. Many 
sorghum fields have infestations of 40-60 percent with 1-5 larvae 

per head, Larvae from second to fifth instars and moths still abundant 
most areas, which indicates earworms will be problem until frost. 
(Matthew). UTAH - Infestations rather high at Delta. (Knowlton). 


CORN LEAF APHID (Rhopalosiphum maidis) - KANSAS - Continues 
numerous in heads of sorghum and milo in many fields throughout 
State. Some fields have heavy infestations (more than 900 aphids per 
plant) in 60-80 percent of heads. Winter barley in several eastern © 
counties showing effects of moderate to heavy infestations; however, 
lady beetles numerous. (Matthew), 


CHINCH BUG (Blissus leucopterus) - KANSAS - Found in all corn 
fields surveyed in eastern area, from 40 to 300 per stalk with both 
nymphs and adults present. (Matthew). 


SUGARCANE BORER (Diatraea saccharalis) - TEXAS - Medium to 
heavy widespread on corn and grain sorghum in Fort Bend, Matagorda, 
Wharton, Waller, Chambers, Galveston and Brazoria Counties with 

all fields inspected infested, Heavy infestations in Chambers, Galveston, 
Brazoria and Matagorda Counties, (Davis). 


SOUTHWESTERN CORN BORER (Diatraea grandiosella) - ARKANSAS - 
Early cutting of corn has reduced incidence in northwest area, This 
species together with fall armyworm and corn earworm heavily infesting 
a few fields of corn in Yell County, as high as 6 larvae per stalk. 
(Barnes, Warren). OKLAHOMA - Second brood in all stages from third 
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instar to pupae. (Bensley, Arbuthnot), 


SORGHUM WEBWORM (Celama sorghiella) - TEXAS - Medium local 
infestation on grain sorghum in Matagorda County. (Davis). 


RICE WEEVIL (Sitophilus oryza) - NORTH CAROLINA - Infestation rather 
general inearly maturing corn in Chowan.County. (Jones, Overman). 
BROWN WHEAT MITE (Petrobia latens) - KANSAS - Beginning to hatch 

in fields in local areas of central and western counties. Counts very light 
however, if dry weather continues, a general build-up can be expected. 
(Matthew). 


MITES ON WHEAT - KANSAS - Eriophyid mites, probably Aceria tulipae, 
the mite associated with wheat mosiac, found on volunteer wheat and 
western wheatgrass in some fields of central and northwest area. 
Populations generally light. (Matthew). 


ARMYWORMS - ILLINOIS - True armyworm again appearing in many 
alfalfa and clover fields in western area. (Moore), KANSAS - Third 
generation Pseudaletia unipuncta larvae causing heavy damage to 
volunteer barley and oats used for pasture in eastern area, from 5 to 
30 per square foot. Heavy infestations localized and populations nowhere 
widespread. Armyworms also found in brome fields where counts from 
4-20 per square yard. (Matthew). MISSOURI - Heavy damage by 

P, unipuncta continues to volunteer and early-seeded small grains 
over northern two-thirds of State. Larvae mostly third to fifth instar 
with heavy fly parasitism on larger larvae. Very few moths at lights. 
(Kyd, Thomas). ARKANSAS - P. unipuncta larvae in grass in north- 
west area. (Barnes, Warren). LOUISIANA - Large numbers of P. 
unipuncta moths being taken at light trap in Tensas Parish (600 moths 
September 4). Larvae found but not in damaging numbers in Tensas, 
Madison, Concordia and St. Landry Parishes. (Burns). 


VELVETBEAN CATERPILLAR {Anticarsia gemmatilis) - GEORGIA - 
Damaging 25-acre field of soybeans near Fort Valley. (Snapp). Fifteen- 
acre field of soybeans in Brooks County almost completely defoliated, 
(Morgan). Light in peanuts in Tift County. (McGill), Moderate in 
soybeans in Fort Valley area. (Alden).

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RED-NECKED PEANUTWORM (Stegasta bosquella) - FLORIDA - 
Average of 3 per plant on 20 acres of peanuts at Trenton. (Van Pelt). 


LESSER CORNSTALK BORER (Elasmopalpus lignosellus) - GEORGIA - 
Infesting nuts and stems of peamts in Calhoun County. (McGill). 
ARKANSAS - Local infestations on soybeans. (Barnes, Warren). 
NORTH CAROLINA - Heavy damage to peanut pods in Edgecombe 
County. (Dogger). TEXAS - Heavy widespread infestation on peanuts 
in Llano County. Fifteen to 25 per plant. (Randolph). 


LEPIDOPTEROUS LARVAE - NORTH CAROLINA - Up to 25 percent 
injury to pods in soybean fields in eastern area. Mostly Heliothis 
armigera believed to be involved, Later fields and varieties most 
severely damaged. (Jones). MARYLAND - Larvae, apparently corn ear- 
worm, boring into pods of soybeans in Dorchester County, (U. Md. 

Ent, Dept. ). 


ELONGATE FLEA BEETLE (Systena elongata) - NORTH CAROLINA - 
Some damage to peanut pods in Edgecombe County. (Dogger). 


BEET ARMYWORM (Laphygma exigua) - ARIZONA - Thirty to 40 per 
100 sweeps in alfalfa at Yuma. (Ariz. Coop. Rept.). 


LEAFHOPPERS - NORTH CAROLINA - Severe "hopper burn" and 
damage to some peanut fields in Bertie, Hertford, Chowan Counties. 
Believed to be mostly Empoasca fabae. (Jones, Dogger, Ballentine, 
Grant, Overman). 


A LEAF ROLLER (Platynota stultana) - ARIZONA - Serious in some 
alfalfa at Yuma. (Ariz. Coop, Rept.). 


GARDEN WEBWORM (Loxostege similalis) - MISSOURI - Many alfalfa 
fields in northern half of State being heavily damaged by 2-7 fourth 
and fifth instar larvae per square foot. (Kyd, Thomas). KANSAS - 
Continues to damage alfalfa in a few eastern fields, but infestations 
generally light. One to 8 larvae per square foot with occasional high 
of 12-15 per square foot. (Matthew). 


GREEN CLOVERWORM (Plathypena scabra) - INDIANA - Larvae common 
in new (fall) seedings of alfalfa in northern Knox County. (Hamilton). 
ILLINOIS - Common in most alfalfa and clover fields in central area. 
(Moore). 
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WEBWORMS - INDIANA --Extensive-injury in new (fall) seedings of 
alfalfa in northern Knox County. (Hamilton). ILLINOIS - Common in 
most alfalfa and clover in SEC area. AMoore). 


APHIDS + \ COLORADO - Hesse et activity. Pea aphid 
(Macrosiphum pisi) infestations on alfalfa in Prowers County. (Colo. 
Ins. Det. Comm.). ARIZONA - A clover aphid (Myzocallis trifolii) 
has reached outbreak proportions | on alfalia in Avra Valley west of 
Tuscon. (Ariz. Coop. Rept. ). 


ALFALFA CATERPILLAR (Colias philodice eurytheme) - ARIZONA ~ 
Twenty-five per 100 sweeps in alfalfa at Yuma. (Ariz. Coop. Rept.). 
UTAH - Populations generally below normal this season. (Knowlton). 
ILLINOIS - Common in most alfalta, and clover fields in Bena area, 
(Moore). 


A WHITEFLY (Aleurocybotus n. sp.)- FLORIDA - Collected on wire 
grass at Key West July 2. This is a new record for Florida. (Link). 


AN EARWIG (Euborellia stali) - FLORIDA - Adults average 4 per 
square foot on St. Augustine grass at one location in Miami. This 
species was first recorded in United States in 1946. (Link). 


A CHINCH BUG - GEORGIA - Moderate infestation in St. Augustine 
grass lawns in Griffin. (Dupree, Beckham). FLORIDA - Blissus 
leucopterus insularis damaging about three-fourths of lawns of 

St, Augustine grass at Fort Pierce. (Kime). 


ANTS - WYOMING - Concern on lawns. in Hot Springs County, 
especially new lawns. (Woody). 


WHITE-FRINGED BEETLES - GEORGIA - First infestation found in — 
Oconee County. (Milner). 
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FRUIT INSECTS 


CODLING MOTH (Carpocapsa pomonella) - MICHIGAN - Sudden hot 
spell combined with split first brood resulting in egg-laying. (Hutson). 
OHIO - Recent warm weather has promoted additional injury but 
situation not serious, (Cutright). INDIANA - Injury due to third brood 
has been extremely severe and much higher than at least since 1944. 
Numerous orchards in southern area where growers have not obtained 
satisfactory control. Control maintained only by continuous and 
thorough coverage during all of August and first week of September. 
Third brood adults extremely active from August 4 to September 10. 
Peak flights August 18-19, August 24-26 and September 1-2. (Hamilton). 


PLUM CURCULIO (Conotrachelus nenuphar) - OHIO - First brood 
injury very light in Elberta season varieties in northeastern area. 
(Rings). 


RED-BANDED LEAF ROLLER (Argyrotaenia velutinana) - MICHIGAN - 
Eggs and few young larvae on apple at Lawrence, Coloma and 

St. Joseph. (Hutson, Sept. 2). OHIO - Injury very slight in 52 orchards 
in northeastern area. (Rings). INDIANA - Injury difficult to find in 
southern half of Indiana and will not be of commercial importance. 
(Hamilton). 


APPLE MAGGOT (Rhagoletis pomonella) - OHIO - Severe infestation 
in Italian plums at Perry. (Rings). 


ORIENTAL FRUIT MOTH (Grapholitha molesta) - OHIO - Harvest 
Survey records in northeastern area show very slight damage by third 
brood and from 0. 5 to 1.0 damage by second brood. (Rings). 
CALIFORNIA - Two Fresno County collections of larvae August 23 
were the first on record in a long time. (Keifer). 


ORCHARD MITES - MICHIGAN - Cooler weather resulted in virtual 
disappearance of Tetranychus bimaculatus and Metatetranychus ulmi 

from apple foliage in Niles, St. Joseph, South Haven area. M. ulmi 

eggs very apparent on bark. (Hutson,Sept. 3). OHIO - European red 

mite infestation continuing later than normal, afew orchards severely 
damaged. Two-spotted mite more widespread than usual but damage 
generally light. (Cutright), LOUISIANA - T. bimaculatus and T. desertorum 
defoliating peach orchards in Claiborne Parish. (Burns, Newsom). 
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LESSER PEACH TREE BORER (Synanthedon pictipes) - LOUISIANA - 
Infestation averages 25 percent in test orchard at Homer. Pupae and all 
stages of larvae noted. (Newson). 


WESTERN GRAPE LEAF SKELETONIZER (Harrisina brillians) - 
ARIZONA - Severe on grape in Safford area. (Ariz. Coop. Rept. ). 


BLACK PECAN APHID (Melanocallis caryaefoliae) - TEXAS - Heavy 
local infestation on pecans in Runnels County. (Barton). 


PECAN WEEVIL (Curculio caryae) - GEORGIA - Average of 5 weevils 
per tree from 30 trees bumped August 26. Average of 0.6 weevils 
per tree on 30 trees September 8. (Beckham, Dupree). 


GRASSHOPPERS - OHIO - Some orchards show from 1-5 percent injury 
to late peaches in Wayne County. (Rings). 


TRUCK CROP INSECTS 


TOMATO RUSSET MITE (Vasates lycopersici) - NORTH CAROLINA - 
Discovered by L. H. Person. at Morganton, where 1/4 acre of tomatoes 
found 100 percent infested. This mite has not been recorded previously 
in North Carolina. (Jones). 


LEAFHOPPERS - UTAH - Leafhoppers, largely Empoasca filamenta, 
numerous on potato, beans, and other garden crops. (Knowlton). 


4:PHIDS - MAINE - Populations on untreated potatoes in Presque Isle 
vicinity now generally small. Fungus disease continues effective in 
reducing populations of all species except the buckthorn aphid. 
(Shands, Sept. 4). 


BLISTER BEETLES - GEORGIA - Defoliating tomatoes in Lincoln 
County. (McGee). 


TOMATO PSYLLID (Paratrioza cockerelli) - COLORADO - Reaching 
excessive numbers on wild and cultivated solanaceous hosts. Popu- 
lations of 2 to 3 hundred per 100 sweeps being recorded. (Colo. Ins. Det. 
Comm. ). 
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MEALYBUGS - TEXAS - Medium local infestation on Irish potatoes 
in Washington and Erath Counties. (Henninger). 


LOOPERS - LOUISIANA - Found damaginy sweetpotato foliage in 
St. Landry Parish and sufficiently heavy for insecticide control in 
several fields of soybeans in Tensas Parish. (Burns). 


BEET WEBWORM (Loxostege sticticalis) - COLORADO - Peak of 1, 503 
adults collect in light trap at Greeley September 2. This is a late 
season peak for this insect. (Colo. Ins. Det. Comm.). 


BANDED CUCUMBER BEETLE (Diabrotica balteata) - NORTH CAROLINA - 
Was prevalent in most sweetpotato fields in Columbus County, foliage 
damage mostly light. (Scott). 


GREENHOUSE WHITEFLY (Trialeurodes vaporariorum) - WYOMING - 
_ Severe infestation in a greenhouse.in Goshen County on potted plants. 
(Poyner). 


MUSHROOM MAGGOTS (Megaselia sp. and Sciara sp.) - WASHINGTON - 
Severely damaging caps and stems of mushrooms grown near Spokane. 
(James, Johansen, Telford). 


SQUASH BUG (Anasa tristis) - MICHIGAN - Very troublesome around 
Lansing and Okenos. (Hutson). UTAH - Damage common in several 
counties. (Knowlton) . 


MEXICAN BEAN BEETLE (Epilachna varivestis) - WYOMING - Build-up 
increasing in field beans in Goshen, Platte, and Laramie Counties. 
(Poyner). IDAHO - Additioralsurveys reveal no more infestations than 
the one reported earlier, although many reports have been investigated. 
(Douglas, Sept. 4). 


ONION THRIPS (‘Thrips tabaci) - UTAH - Damage general throughout 
State. (Knowlton). 


LEAFMINERS - ARIZONA - Severe injury in some fields of seedling 
lettuce in Maricopa County. (Ariz. Coop. Rept. ). 


YELLOW-STRIPED , ARMYWORM (Prodenia ornithogalli) - ARIZONA - 
Abundant on seedling lettuce and broccoli in Salt River Valley. Also 
injuring seedling onions near Mesa. (Ariz. Coop. Rept. : 
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WHITE-LINED SPHINX (Celerio lineata) - ARIZONA - Damaging one 
field of celery near Phoenix. (Ariz, Coop. Rept.). MISSOURI - 

Scattered outbreaks on idle land and roadsides throughout State. Heavy 
numbers attracting attention but causing no economic loss. (Kyd, Thomas). 


COTTON INSECTS 


BOLL WEEVIL (Anthonomus grandis) - TENNESSEE - Most cotton : 
now beyond damage stage; however, in some of ranker fields con- 
siderable damage to younger bolls. Large number of adults in McNairy, 
Hardin, and Shelby Counties. Square infestation averaged 25 percent 

in 36 fields examined in 9 western counties. Counts running higher due 
to lack of squares and migrating weevils. (Locke). 


BOLLWORMS - NEW MEXICO - Continue problem in scattered fields 


. in Mesilla and Mimbres Valleys. (Dobson, Sept. 4.). TENNESSEE - 


Heavy in some fields in McNairy and Hardin Courties. CORSE Lo 
damage to oider bolls. (Locke). 


COTTON LEAFWORM (Alabama argillacea) - NEW MEXICO - Increas- 
ing throughout Mesilla Valley but not in damaging numbers yet. Heavy 
populations anticipated at Tucumcari. (Dobson, Sept. 4). . 


SPIDER MITES - NEW MEXICO - Remain problem on cotton in local 
areas. Build-up in many fields in Chaves County with controls being 
applied. (Dobson, Sept. 4).. TENNESSEE - Rather heavy in some fields 
in Shelby and McNairy Counties, (Locke). 


A LEAF ROLLER (Platynota stultana) - ARIZONA - Still prevalent and 
causing concern on cotton in scattered localities in Salt River Valley, 
3.5 per 100 sweeps near Mesa. (Ariz, Coop. Rept.). 


COTTON LEAF PERFORATOR (Bucculatrix thurberiella) - ARIZONA - 
Increasing in several cotton fields at Yuma, high of 250-300 per 100 
sweeps. Damage noticeable in north Gila and Yuma Valleys Yuma 
County. (Ariz. Coop. Rept. ). 


A LEAFHOPPER - ARIZONA - Still abundant on cotton near ee 112 
bes 100 sweeps. (Ariz. Coop. Rept. ). 
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PINK BOLLWORM (Pectinophora gossypiella) - TEXAS - Gin trash 
inspection has been continued in south central and upper coastal 
counties. Some of these counties continue to show an increase in 
infestation over last year, while others are about the same and a

APHIDS - NEW MEXICO - Scattered occurrence in Chaves and Eddy 
Counties. A few scattered reports from Dona Ana County. (Dobson, 
Sept. 4).

SPRUCE BUDWORM (Choristoneura fumiferana) - WYOMING - Moderate 
damage to spruce in local areas of Laramie County. (Poyner). 


PINE NEEDLE SCALE (Phenacaspis pinifoliae) - WYOMING - Quite 
numerous on pine in Laramie and Albany Counties, (Poyner). 


COOLEY SPRUCE GALL APHID (Chermes cooleyi) - WYOMING - Gall 
stage causing concern to property owners in Laramie County. (Poyner). 


PINE BUTTERFLY (Neophasia menapia) - ARIZONA - Adults abundant 
in Kaibab National Forest near Williams, ‘first known occurrence in 
area. Heavy flight of adults reported between Cameron and Flagstaff, 
indicating an invasion from the North, ( Ariz. Coop. Rept. ). 


IPS BEETLES - TEXAS - Heavy widespread infestation on pine trees in 
Newton County. Increasing. (Stanley). 


' SPIDER MITES - IDAHO - Heavy infestation on syringa, raspberries, 
and other plants in Moscow vicinity, (Manis, Sept. 4). 


SAWFLIES ~- MARYLAND - Have defoliated pines in Carroll County, 
(U. Md., Ent. Dept. ). 


TWIG GIRDLER (Oncideres cingulata) - MARYLAND - Beetles ovipositing 
and cutting twigs in University Park, (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). 


BOXWOOD PSYLLID (Psylla buxi) - MARYLAND - Unusually heavy in- 
festation on boxw'ood hedge in Silver Spring. (Weigel).

HORN FLY (Siphona irritans) - NEW MEXICO - Have built up in 
western counties where rains have been general for last 60 days. 
Counts of 250-300 per animal common where no controls have been 
applied. (Dobson, Sept4). KANSAS - From 400-600 per animal on 
beef cattle in pastures of central and eastern areas. (Matthew). 


HOUSE FLIES - WYOMING - Build-up continues in central area. 
(Woody). 


FLIES - KANSAS - Late afternoon counts on unsprayed dairy cattle at 
Manhattan showed average of 51 horn flies and 13 stable flies per 
animal. (Matthew). 


TROPICAL FOWL MITE (Bdellonyssus bursa) - Paes = Heavy local 
infestation on chickens in Pecos County. (Posey). 


AMERICAN DOG TICK (Dermacentor variabilis) - FLORIDA - Averaging 
100 adults per animal on cows at Madison. (Davis).

CLOVER MITE (Bryobia praetiosa) - WYOMING - Migrating into homes 
in cooler sections. Great concern in some areas, (Poyner). 


BOXELDER BUG (Leptocoris trivittatus) - INDIANA - Adults very 
numerous in Vincennes area. Beginning to migrate to winter quarters. 
(Hamilton). 
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RECENT IMPORTANT INTERCEPTIONS AT PORTS OF ENTRY 


| 
Five living larvae of the so-called cabbage moth, Barathra brassicae (L.)- 


(Phalaenidae) were found by Plant Quarantine Inspectors at the Port of 
New York feeding on cauliflower in ships' stores from France. This 
serious pest of crucifers is not known to be present in the United 
States. It has been taken with increasing frequency since 1945; more 
than 39 interceptions have been made principally at Atlantic Coast 
ports. Barathra brassicae is said to occur throughout Europe, Great 
Britain, and the Canary Islands as well as China, Japan, Korea, Siberia, 
Libya, West Africa, and Brazil. The larvae are considered almost 
Omnivorous, having been reported feeding on turnips, lettuce, peas, 
Onions and green tomatoes as well as most members of the cabbage 
croup. The literature indicates that this pest is more Serious than the 
cabbage butterflies (Pieris spp.) because the larvae bore into the heart 
of the plant to a greater extent. There are two generations a year in 
some localities and overwintering occurs in the soil in the pupal stage. 
(Ramsay). 


Weather continued: 


the midwest on the 12th, and the East on the 12th, and 13th where minima 
in the 40's and 50's were rather common in central and northern areas. 
Freezing was reported by Oneonta, N. Y. and Phillipsburg, Pa,on the 
13th, Temperatures for the week averaged below normal in the Northern 
Plains and upper Mississippi Valley eastward through New York and 
New England by 3° to 5°, and in the Pacific states and western Nevada 
by about the same amount. Elsewhere averages were above normal by 
about 1° to 5°, (Summary supplied by U. S. Weather Bureau).

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ADDITIONAL NOTES 


SOUTH DAKOTA - EUROPEAN CORN BORER - central east counties -- 
very few second~brood borers in late corn; average of 255 borers per 
100 plants. Up to 408 borers per 100 plants in some fields. Average 

74 percent fifth instar, LEAFHOPPERS, mainly clover and six- 
Spotted, average about 30 per 10 sweens in alfalfa in central east 
counties, Increasing infestations of PEA APHIDS evident. ALFALFA 
CATERPILLARS numerous some fields. HOUSE FLIES have become 
increasingly troublesome during the last two weeks. (Halvorson). 


INDIANA - GARDEN WEBWORM continues to infest alfalfa in many 
parts of State. Much alfalfa was replanted late, because dry weather 
destroyed many early stands. Consequently, young plantings have, in 
Some cases, been eaten to ground, and obviously only a few worms 
may often ruin a crop if promot action is not taken. Another pest of 
alfalfa in the southern area is the ALFALFA CATERPILLAR which 

is quite abundant in many fields. TOMATO RUSSET MITE continues 

as a very serious pest of tomatoes in many parts of the State but 
especially in central Indiana. Abundance of RASPBERRY CANE BORER 
has been reported from a number of localities in central area. SQUASH 
BUG has built up to rather heavy infestation in many areas, A DAMP 
WOOD TERMITE (Zootermopsis angusticollis) was found in a carload 
shipment of Northwest lumber consigned to South Bend, Indiana. 

ELM LEAF BEETL@S reported unusually abundant throughout the 
southern half of State, now beginning to enter homes. Same true of 

the BOXELDER BUG. 


OREGON - A PEAR LEAF-ROLLING MIDGE (Dasyneura pyri) - 

Larvae tentatively identified as this species found in almost 100 percent 
of the new leaves in some orchards in Marion County on August 17. 

At that tims leaves were also infested with a mildew which caused 

some if not all of rolling. On September 9 all larvae had disappeared, 
{Roth). WESTERN SPOTTED CUCUMBER BEETLE larvae 
burrowing in up to 30 percent of corn plants causing some lodging. 

Found in Marion and Linn Counties. Adults less numerous in bean fields 
than normal. (Stephenson, Every). PEA LEAF WEEVIL - High populations 
in red clover fields in Hillsboro area reduced to 5 to 10 per sweep, 
probably by dispersal over entire fields. Clover whicn was defoliated 

on August 13 has recovered, but much damage still evident. (Prescott, Roth). 
BEAN APHID less abundant on beans than normal in the Willamette 
Valley. (Every). 
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
